Takeaway owner knifed outside family home 



A 22-year-old takeaway owner was 
fighting for his life after being 
stabbed five times during a mug¬ 
ging on his doorstep. 

Binayak Dey, 22, was travelling 
home from his restaurant in Ewell 
in the early hours on Sunday when 
he was attacked outside his family 
home in Strathyre Avenue, 
Norbury. 

He was stabbed once in both 
sides and three times in the back 
before his four attackers stole his 
mobile phone. 

He remained in intensive care at 
St George’s Hospital, Tooting, after 
an operation to stem internal 
bleeding, as this newspaper went 
to press. 

Mr Dey’s brother, film-maker 
Bivas Ambasada, 29, who has 
made a film to highlight the dan¬ 
gers of knife crime, said: “I heard 
mum scream. There had been a

party down the road and there 
were kids hanging about. Earlier I 
had texted my brother to say be 
careful and he’d told me he was 
coming straight home. 

“I came downstairs. My brother 
was lying on the stairs - he had col¬ 
lapsed on my mother. He moved 
his hand and his side was covered 
in blood. 

“We grabbed towels and called 
the ambulance, but discovered his 
other side was also bleeding. There 
was blood everywhere, on my 
porch, in the hallway. It has left me 
completely shocked.” 

Mr Dey opened up his takeaway, 
which will continue trading in his

absence, in February after taking a 
liking to the area and community. 

Mr Ambasada said: “We have got 
family friends who live in Leather- 
head and he thought it was a nice 
community in which to establish 
the business. 


“He absolutely loves working in 
Ewell and has built a very good re¬ 
lationship with people in the area 
within a short space of time. He is 
very hospitable and people have 
taken a liking to him. 

“He is a very hard working, very 
ambitious and stays away from 
negativity. 

“He has been in the hospitality 
and catering industry since he was 
14 and last year did work experi¬ 
ence at Gordon Ramsay’s restau¬ 
rant in Mayfair. 

“God willing, as soon as he can, 
he will be back in the restaurant, 
but at the moment he is still fight¬ 
ing for his life.” 

Mr Ambasada runs film work¬ 
shops in schools across London 
and is dedicated to raising aware¬ 
ness of knife crime.

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Zone 6 campaign gathers 
pace ahead of MP meeting

Commuters, students, busi¬ 
nesses and residents made 
their views heard at a sone 6 
rally outside Epsom station on 
Saturday. 

Campaigners joined MP 
Chris Grayling at 10am to show 
Southern their support for the 
move, prior to a meeting be¬ 
tween him and Souther Rail’s 
chief executive on July 20. 

Mr Grayling addressed the 
supporters, who turned up and 
held banners, despite the rain, 
and said there “was a lot fur¬ 
ther to go”, but that he was 
fully committed to getting 
Epsom into a London zone. 

He suggested if Southern, 
which operates the South Cen¬ 
tral franchise through Epsom, 
did not agree to include it in 
sone 6, support for it could 
switch to other train compa¬ 
nies willing to do so when the 
franchise came up for renewal 
in 2015. 

He said: “I hope Southern 


will now accept that, even 
though it is its franchise, if it 
does not accept sone 6 for 
Epsom, there are others who 
will do it and we will put the 
Department for Transport, 
which lets train franchises, 
under pressure. It is another 
gentle lever we can use. 


“These things take time. It is 
about chipping away until 
eventually someone says ‘all 
right’. That is certainly what 
happened with Stoneleigh and 
Ewell West - it took a couple of 
years in those cases, but I hope 
it will not take that long now. 

“Whatever the reasons may 


be, you cannot have Tattenham 
Corner and Epsom Downs sta¬ 
tions in the zone and not 
Epsom.” 

Residents at the rally raised 
their concerns with the MP 
about the anomaly that some 
Epsom buses accepted Oyster 
cards and the negative effect 
on trade of not being in zone 6. 

Mr Grayling said: “It is very 
helpful to know about the 
buses because it adds to the 
case that it is illogical for 
Epsom to be in the zone for 
buses but not for trains.” 

Edward Rose, who attended 
the rally on behalf of Epsom’s 
taxi drivers, said: “The taxis in 
Epsom are really suffering. 

“Travellers with Oyster 
cards get off the train at Ewell 
and not using Epsom station.” 

More than 2,100 people have 
signed the Epsom Guardian’s 
online petition and Mr 
Grayling will hand it over to 
Southern at his meeting.

His 2010 short film, History, told the 
story of a young man stabbed during a 
fight, and his physical and mental recov¬ 
ery, and was inspired by a personal experi¬ 
ence when Mr Ambasada saw a friend 
stabbed in 1998. 

He said: “Knife crime is worse than a 
plague and it is spreading. There is a cul¬ 
ture of fear and carrying a knife is becom¬ 
ing the norm. 

“I have always known this stuff was hap¬ 
pening, but when it happens to your own 
brother on your doorstep - it is too much.” 
□ A 17-year-old has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of attempted murder and was 
bailed until August 28.

Proposals to stop alcohol 
being sold in the town cen¬ 
tre after midnight have 
been rejected by Epsom 
and Ewell Council. 

The council considered 
recommendations for a new 
borough-wide licensing poli¬ 
cy, a zoning system, at a 
council meeting on Tuesday. 

Under the system, it 
would be divided into red, 
amber and green zones 
with different criteria in¬ 
troduced for clubs and bars 
applying for new licences 
or major variations in each 
zone. 

In the red zone, contain¬ 
ing key streets in the heart 
of the town centre, clubs 
would be able to apply for a 
licence beyond lam. 

But Liberal Democrat 
councillors, who said they 
received regular complaints 
of noise and disturbance in 
the town centre, proposed 


to amend the recommenda¬ 
tions to ensure no alcohol 
was sold after midnight be¬ 
tween Sundays and Thurs¬ 
days and after lam on 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

While recommendations 
for the zoning system were 
accepted by the council, the 
amendments were not. 

At the meeting, Lib Dem 
councillor Julie Morris 
said: “The licence transfers 
with the premises. 

“We have dealt with some 
problems with good man¬ 
agement, but if the manag¬ 
er changes, the licence 
continues and we need to 
consider the premises not 
the site it is in. 

“More and more resi¬ 
dents are now in the town 
centre, some living over 
late-night premises. It can 
be argued they knew this 
when they moved there, 
but people have the right to 


go to sleep on Friday and 
Saturday nights. That is 
sensible and right.” 

But Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion councillor Neil Dallen 
said: “We have spent a long 
time going through the pol¬ 
icy with the police and li¬ 
censing officers and we 
should not try to change or 
juggle it now.” 

Labour councillors voted 
for the amendment. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Councillor Sheila Carl¬ 
son said: “People have the 
right to sleep. 

“Yes, bars and clubs con¬ 
tribute to the night-time 
economy, but the money 
goes back to those estab¬ 
lishments, not the council.”

Russian woman denies murder 


A Russian woman has 
pleaded not guilty to the 
murder of Ewell man 
Winston Fernandez. 

Natalia Woolley, 38, of 
Baron’s Court Road, in 
West Kensington, London, 


appeared at Guildford 
Crown Court on July 16. 

Winston Fernandez, of 
Longdown Lane North, 
in Ewell, was found dead 
in a bedroom at his home 
on February 13. 


A postmortem exami¬ 
nation found he had died 
from multiple injuries. 

Ms Woolley has been 
remanded in custody and 
is due for trial on Octo¬ 
ber 2 at the same court. 


Child rapist fails in bid 
for sentence reduction 


A paedophile who raped a seven- 
year-old girl has failed in an at¬ 
tempt to get his potentially 
life-long sentence overturned on 
appeal. 

The man, in his 30s, from Epsom, 
Surrey, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, made multiple films 
of himself abusing and raping the 
girl, which he stored on his 
computer. 

He was jailed indefinitely for 
public protection - a sentence al¬ 
most identical to a life sentence - 
at Guildford Crown Court earlier 
this year and was ordered to serve 
at least five years and four months 
behind bars before he could even 
apply for parole. 

He had earlier pleaded guilty 
to a catalogue of sex offences,

including rape of a child under 13, 
16 counts of making an indecent 
photograph of a child and three 
counts of sexual assault on a child 
under 13. 

On Friday, July 13, his lawyers 
asked Lord Justice Aikens, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Sweeney and Mr Justice Sup- 
perstone, sitting at London’s 
Criminal Appeal Court, to over¬ 
turn his open-ended sentence, ar¬ 
guing he had wrongly been 
classified as a dangerous offender. 

The court heard the man was 
caught when police raided his 
house last year and found incrimi¬ 
nating films of him abusing the 
girl stored on his computer. 


They included footage of him 
raping the girl, bribing her with 
chocolate to fondle him, and trick¬ 
ing her into giving him oral sex 
while she was blindfolded. 

His legal team argued he ought 
to have his indefinite sentence 
quashed in light of the “remorse 
and motivation for change” he had 
shown since being put behind 
bars. 

But, rejecting his appeal, Judge 
Supperstone said: “These were 
horrific offences. 

“The offences against his seven- 
year-old victim amounted to a 
gross breach of trust. We have had 
regard to his progress in custody. 

However, the imposition of an 
indeterminate sentence is fully 
justified in this case.” 


Couple fined for £ 23 k benefit fraud 


A couple who fraudulently 
claimed £23,000 in benefits 
have been caught and fined. 

Thomas and Eileen Beehan, 
of Meadow Walk, Epsom, 
pleaded guilty to eight and 
four charges of benefit fraud 
respectively at Redhill Magis¬ 
trates’ Court. 

The couple were caught after 
an investigation by Epsom and 
Ewell Council and the Depart¬ 
ment of Work and Pensions - 
to which they had failed to de¬ 
clare all their capital. 


The Beehan’s undeclared 
accounts were identified by 
Government data matching 
that compared benefit records 
with other data. 

The court heard all over-pay¬ 
ments had been fully repaid 
before the trial, which was 
taken into account when the 
couple were sentenced on June 
29. 

They were fined £5,400, plus 
costs and victim surcharges. 

Councillor Neil Dallen, chair¬ 
man of the strategy and 


resources committee, said: 
“Anyone receiving benefits 
must declare their correct 
circumstances. 

“Not only does the council 
have robust anti-fraud mea¬ 
sures in place, but from later 
in the year, anyone failing to 
declare changes to their cir¬ 
cumstances may face financial 
penalties, even if no fraud has 
been found”.

A 62-year-old woman who 
has spent four years riding a 
horse from one Olympic 
Games to the next is stop¬ 
ping at Tadworth on the 
final leg of her marathon 
journey. 

Megan Lewis, 62, has dealt 
with deserts, mountains, 
broken ribs and dying hors¬ 
es in her 8,000-mile charity 
trek spanning 12 countries 
from Beijing to London. 

She set off from the Great 
Wall of China and aims to 
reach Greenwich on Mon¬ 
day, July 23 - but will stop off 
at the Wildwoods Training 
Centre in Ebbisham Lane, 
Tadworth, on Wednesday 
evening along with two Chi¬ 
nese riders and two of her 
relatives. 

The Welsh pony breeder 
mounted the challenge for 
charity Challenge Aid, 
which raises money for dis¬ 
advantaged children and is 
run by her husband. 

Pamela Towill and Anthea 
Chambers, who run the 
horse training centre, are 
delighted to be a part of 
history. 

Mrs Towill said: “There 


are not many 62-year-olds 
who would do this. 

“It’s incredible and fasci¬ 
nating as Megan has trav¬ 


elled across the world. 

“She is an amazing 
woman. We are honoured 
that she even asked us to put

her up for the night. We en¬ 
courage people who want to 
do work for charity and 
this is something worth 
supporting.” 


Ms Lewis said she believed 
she was the first person on a 
horse to ride the Great Wall 
of China and to cross Eura¬ 
sia on horseback. 

She said: “I have had 
various setbacks. 

“I broke six ribs and punc¬ 
tured a lung in the first 
week, which set me back. 
But you just keep your head 
down and keep going. 

“We lost one or two horses, 
but it was nothing to do with 
the ride, it was bad luck dur¬ 
ing the rest period.” 

But as Ms Lewis approach¬ 
es her final destination she 
is saddled with a huge 
problem. 

After dreaming of a wel¬ 
come party at Shooters 
Hill’s equestrian centre in 
Greenwich, she has been re¬ 
fused entry by Greenwich 
Council on health and safety 
grounds as the site is “still 
being built”. 

She will be welcomed by 
Bexley and Bromley coun¬ 
cils on her way to Green¬ 
wich instead, but said it was 
“a bit of anti-climax”. 

She said: “In the long run 
it doesn’t make any differ¬ 
ence but at the time it 
makes you feel you have 
achieved something.”

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Public loo sell-off prompts 
plans for community toilets

Library staff could go

A community toilet scheme 
has been proposed by Liberal 
Democrat councillors follow¬ 
ing the sell-of of public 
toilets. 

Toilets in Ewell village were 
sold off by Epsom and Ewell 
Council in May for £68,000, and 
those in Stoneleigh Broadway 
and Upper High Street car 
park were closed in 2010. 

The council said this would 
save £21,000 a year and negoti¬ 
ations would be made with 
businesses to allow public use 
of their facilities. 

But the Lib Dems, who said 
they are still receiving com¬ 
plaints about the closures, 
believed such alternatives 
were not properly investigated. 

They want a community toi¬ 
let scheme to be established 
where businesses, bars and 
shops display a sign saying 
their toilets can be used by the 
public, in return for money 
from the council each year. 

Councillor Julie Morris 
said: “The local authority did¬ 
n’t save a huge amount of 
money by closing its public 
toilets, but they did cost con¬ 
siderably more than £5,000. 

“Although there’s no spare 


money at the moment, the 
council can afford to put 
£5,000 behind this programme 
if they choose to do so. 

“For both younger and older 
people, the loss of toilet facili¬ 
ties has become a real issue. 
We should never have closed 
them without setting up a 
community toilet scheme. 

“Although the Lib Dems 
suggested this at the time of 
the closures, a proper paid-for 
community toilet scheme was 
not thoroughly investigated.” 


At a full council meeting on 
Tuesday night it was decided 
to refer the issue to a commit¬ 
tee to look at it in detail. 

John Kerwood, owner of the 
Green Man pub in Ewell High 
Street, said he would take 
part in the scheme - but only 
in return for payment. 

He said: “I think the council 
should supply public toilets as 
they are a necessity and, if it 
was willing to pay towards 
their upkeep, then I would put 
a sign up for the public. 


“If it was voluntary, I would¬ 
n’t put signs up because I 
would have to pay to maintain 
the toilets, which could be 
open to abuse.” 

Mehmet Tok, of Fresh Look 
Hairdressers’ in Stoneleigh 
Broadway, said: “I would not 
be happy with any member of 
the public coming in. 

“You don’t know who has 
come in, where they’ve gone, 
what they are doing. 

“The best thing would be to 
have public toilets.” 


Plans to remove staff from 
10 libraries across the 
county and replace them 
with volunteers are being 
reconsidered by Surrey 
County Council. 

A meeting of the cabinet 
on July 24 will reconsider 
the decision and must 
abide by a High Court 
order by showing regard to 
its public sector equalities 
duty and making a reason¬ 
able decision. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
Libraries Action Movement 
(Slam) hoped the matter 
would be resolved sooner, 
rather than later. 

He said: “This is a 
battle that could run and 
run and run. But we don’t 
think it is in anyone’s 
interest for us still to be ar¬ 
guing over the libraries 
policy in another year’s 
time.” 

Slam has written to the 
council’s leader Councillor

Development campaign

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Controversial police 
partner plan ditched 


Surrey Police announced it intend¬ 
ed to pull the plug on its controver¬ 
sial plans to contract out some 
services to private companies. 

Surrey Police Authority decided 
to suspend its business partnering 
programme (BPP) at a meeting on 
Thursday, July 12. 

The authority, responsible for 
overseeing the police force, indi¬ 
cated it was minded to withdraw 
altogether from the programme it 
was pursuing with West Midlands 
Police, subject to a more detailed 
options paper, due for presenta¬ 
tion on September 6. 

Concerns were raised at last 
week’s meeting about the impend¬ 
ing arrival of police and crime 
commissioners and whether it 
would be right to continue to spend 
money on a programme with an in¬ 
creasingly uncertain future. 

Peter Williams, chairman of 
Surrey Police Authority (SPA), 
said: “There have been accusa¬ 
tions in the media that BPP 
amounts to the privatisation of 
policing, which we have always

maintained is simply not the case. 

“Nevertheless, this has been, 
and still is, a key theme of those 
who are opposed to the idea in 
principle. 

“Potential police and crime com¬ 
missioner candidates are now ac¬ 
tively campaigning to put a stop to 
BPP and the authority agreed it 
would not be prudent to continue 
to invest Surrey taxpayers’ money 
in a programme that seems un¬ 
likely to be brought to a fruitful 
conclusion. 

“We have learned a great deal 
from the time and money invested 
in the programme so far, but we 
have always maintained we would 
be prepared to exit the process if it 
became apparent significant bene¬ 
fits to Surrey Police, and thus to 
the people of Surrey, were unlike¬ 
ly to be achieved.” 

Following the decision, Surrey 
Police Chief Constable Lynne 
Owens said she understood why 


the SPA had decided to pull out. 

But she said: “I am committed to 
prioritising the delivery of front¬ 
line policing and maintaining fi¬ 
nancial stability for the long term. 

“In order to achieve this, we will 
continue to look at opportunities 
to collaborate with other police 
forces, develop relationships with 
other public services and, if ap¬ 
propriate, revisit the benefits of 
partnering with a private sector 
organisation.” 

Labour’s police and crime com¬ 
missioner Robert Evans said: “I 
have not yet met anyone in Surrey 
who thinks it a good idea to have 
parts of our police service run for 
profit by a private company. 

“No one has told me they would 
feel safer with a private security 
company patrolling our streets in¬ 
stead of the local bobby. 

“If a Surrey resident calls 999, 
they want to know there is a 
trained police officer at the other 
end - not someone in a private call 
centre that could be miles away - 
even in another country.”

'No need to fear’ 
charity home move

Plans to move blind people into 
new accommodation at a home 
for the visually impaired is 
causing concern among 
residents. 

Swail House, in Ashley Road, 
Epsom, is owned by the charity 
Action for Blind People (Ac¬ 
tion) which has told its 60 ten¬ 
ants that it plans to redevelop 
the 60-year-old building in 
2014-15 due to rising mainte¬ 
nance costs and the outdated 
facilities. 

David Mackay, a tenant rep¬ 
resentative, said Action plans 
to build new flats on a different 
part of the site, move the ten¬ 
ants from their existing flats 
into the new flats, and then de¬ 
molish the existing flats and 
sell that part of the site with 
permission for planning devel¬ 
opment. 

The newspaper was contact¬ 
ed last week by one woman in 
her 90s who said she and her 
neighbours were worried 
about the plans. 

But Mr Mackay said: “There 
are mixed feelings, but the ma¬ 
jority of the tenants are 
looking at it as positive. 

“Swail House needs a lot of

ongoing maintenance work 
and was not built for the level 
of independence that its ten¬ 
ants have. The development 
will give people more of a 
sense of having their own 
home, rather than it being a 
big building. 

“But the elderly have their 
concerns as they have lived 
here for a long time and are 
happy. They don’t want to see 
change.” 

Miriam Martin, Action’s di¬ 
rector of development, said 
regular meetings would be 
held with tenants as it explores 
“exciting options for 
re-development” and wants 
this “to be a shared vision”. 


The charity also guaranteed 
that every current tenant 
would get new accommodation 
on the site. 

Mr Mackay said: “This is ab¬ 
solutely a two-way process as 
people are being asked for 
their input. Going forward 
tenants should not be 
worried.” 

Epsom and Ewell’s town 
councillor Neil Dallen said 
Swail House was outdated and 
the right decision was made. 

He said: “If you are elderly 
and have lived there for a long 
time, it is home. There will be 
people upset, but sometimes, 
when it is best for the overall 
better good, this happens. 

“The tenants will only have 
to make one move.” 

But Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillor Julie Morris said the 
plans would be “very unset¬ 
tling” for tenants. 

She said: "If there is to be a 
higher standard of accommo¬ 
dation on the same site for the 
same tenants that would be 
good. Anything short of that 
would probably be unaccept¬ 
able. Some tenants have lived 
for many years at Swail House 
and a new location, even on a 
temporary basis, would in¬ 
volve huge challenges.”

This highlights the 
Dogs Act 1871, wherein 
section two “provides for 
any magistrates’ court to 
hear a complaint that 
a dog is dangerous 
and not kept under 
proper control. (The 
meaning of dangerous in¬ 
cludes dangerous to ani¬ 
mals, including other 
dogs.)” 

Clearly, this act has not 
fallen into disuse. 

Further searching re¬ 
veals the Animals Act 
1971, which provides that 
the keeper of an animal is 
liable for any damage it 
causes. 

It seems to me that 
the council is not so 
much powerless as gutless 
and is just unwilling to 
act.

We do not want a mini- 
Croydon in town centre 


I agree fully with those 
who decry the station devel¬ 
opment in Epsom - it is an 
ill-conceived and inappro¬ 
priate “lump” that domi¬ 
nates the entire town 
centre. 

The previous planning dis¬ 
asters of Hudson House etc, 
have unfortunately set 
precedents for this unfet¬ 
tered development. 

In addition, and more tan¬ 
gibly perhaps, the claim 
that the station would be a 
huge improvement on the 
old one is proving to be un¬ 
founded, as, aside from 


limited cosmetic works, the 
same basic configuration 
has been restored - with all 
the previous shortcomings: 
only two ticket office win¬ 
dows and only four (and one 
wide) ticket gates, causing 
the same congestion as 
before whenever a full 
train arrives from 
London. 

And the same bank of in¬ 
formation screens located 
right over the ticket gates, 
so that anyone trying to 
read the screens has to 
stand right in front of 
the gates, blocking them 


for others. 

The sheer incompetence 
involved in putting back 
something just as inade¬ 
quate and badly-planned as 
before is both staggering 
and heart-breaking, espe¬ 
cially as we were promised 
such a great improvement 
on the old arrangements. 

My question is: what space 
and functional planning ex¬ 
pertise actually went into 
the new station layout, 
as there certainly does not 
seem to be any considera¬ 
tion of practical usage 
requirements? 


Outside the station, the 
design of the urban 
canyon that now blights 
Station Approach is a 
scandal of planning inepti¬ 
tude that has ruined 
the town’s character 
entirely. 

What used to be a 
pleasant market town with 
buildings to a human scale 
is now rapidly turning 
into a mini-Croydon, with 
all the bleakness that 
entails.

Disabled sailor gets ship shape 


A multiple sclerosis sufferer 
set sail for the first time since 
his diagnosis on a specially-de¬ 
signed ship for those with dis¬ 
abilities last week. 

Anthony Anderson, 56, is a 
volunteer at the Hub in Epsom 
High Street - a drop-in centre 
that promotes independence, 
and provides support, for dis¬ 
abled people and is staffed 
only by those with disabilities 
themselves. 

His condition, diagnosed in 
2009, means he has little con¬ 
trol over his left leg, but he 
has had a keen interest in sail¬ 
ing for the past 35 years. 


He recently discovered the 
Jubilee Sailing Trust, an or¬ 
ganisation that has two tall- 
masted sailing ships, designed 
and built specifically to ac¬ 
commodate people with 
disabilities. 

Mr Anderson took to the seas 
on July 4 to July 6, from 
Southampton to Portsmouth, 
on board one of these ships, 
Tenacious, alongside an able- 
bodied buddy. 

He said: “We motored down 
Southampton water and I was 
on the wheel with a pilot who 
gave me instructions, with the 
general idea of getting the 


ship out to sea without bang¬ 
ing into anything solid. 

“As we entered the Solent an¬ 
other volunteer took the helm 
as I went down from the 
bridge to the main deck where 
most of the crew climbed up 
the foremast to a platform. 

“I had doubts about how I 
would cope as I hadn’t been to 
sea since the MS symptoms 
were diagnosed. 

“But apart from being un¬ 
able to climb up the mast, I 
was involved in all other as¬ 
pects of ship handling. 

“The trip gave me a great 
sense of achievement.”
